The United Prow was reliably in­ 
formed the house committee stands 
four to one against taking the deben­ 
ture plan buck to the house for a 
vote, while the 
senate 
committee 
stands three to two on agreeing to 
recede from the debenture plan pro­ 
vided house conferees agree to take 
if back to the house where it f a c e s 
certain defeat. 
This peculiar situation 
arose 
in 
the secret meetings because 
house 
conferese want to avoid a direct vote 
In the house on the debenture provi­ 
sion of the bill. 
They contend the 
senate was 
without 
constitutional 
authority to enact such legislation. 
Chairman Haugen of tho house agri­ 
culture committee i* the only mem­ 
ber of the house who Is said to be 
in favor of a vote. 
The senate conferees have taken 
the position the issue 
cannot 
be 
brought back to the senate, but the 
house conferees arc hopeful that If 
the present deadlock is continued a 
day or two longer, the senate con­ 
ferees will weaken and seek another 
vote in the senate.

Their strike is a 
protest against loss of M. L. Flan- 
ingam as superintendent of schools, 
who resigned a week

members of the faculty had accused 
him of discussing sex matters “too 
frankly” with them. 
At a hastily called session of the 
board of education, notice was served 
on the students that Flaningam will 
not be re-instated and that the strik­ 
ers will be treated severely. 
It was 
pointed out that the school term ends 
in a week.

PROTEST AGAINST PROPOSED IN­ 
CREASES TO INTERSTATE 
COMMERCE COMMISSION 
St. Paul, May 24.— (U P ) — Farm ­ 
ers of Minnesota, North Dakota and 
Montana may suffer losses of $7,715,- 
.121 annually If the proposed grain 
freight rata increases are put Into 
effect, these three states charged in 
a brief Jointly flied today with the 
Interstate commerce commission. 
Instead 
of Increased rates, 
the 
brief declared, they should be low­ 
ered since railroads which serve this 
territory make higher returns 
on 
grain haulage than do roads in any 
other part of the country. 
Minnesota farmers alone would he 
forced to accept losses of $2,457,677, 
the brief ^contended, North Dakota 
$4,872,000 and Montana $185,644. 
The report was in opposition to an 
examiners’ report which proposed a 
distance scale of rates on grain in 
the west trunk line territory. 
Advantageous traffic conditions in 
the northwest, the brief continued, 
made grain 
hauling 
a 
profitable 
business for the railroads since the 
hauls were largely direct. 
Farmers of the 
three 
northern 
states should get the benefit of these 
advantages, the report held, 
since 
they must compete with the Liver­ 
pool market, which controls the price 
of wheat, and with Canadian farm­ 
ers whose freight rates are lower 
than our own. 
The I. C. C. 
investigation 
was 
made under the Hoch-Smith resolu­ 
tion, which called for a general ad­ 
justment of freight rates.

It Bas this trouble which 
brought the Question Mark down. 
But Kelly is

He takes a precarious perch 
out on the tiny catwalk and swings 
down under the nose of the plune to 
grease the arms. 
Ah hour after hour Is added to the 
plane’s total, the danger of some­ 
thing going wrong increases. 
The 
sturdy Wright Whirlwind motor had 
travelled a distance equal to circling 
the globe twice before the endurance 
I flight began. 
That the fliers realize the danger 
lls evidenced by their acceptance of 
i parachutes lowered from their re­ 
fueling plane.

If the sentence is upheld, Carl’s 
boyhood will be spent in a reform 
school and he will not get his lib­ 
erty until he Is of age.

Chairman Moses and other mem­ 
bers of the ruleg committee said on 
Wednesday the questioning of Mel­ 
lon would be In secret asterion end 
that It would be up to the commit­ 
tee to determine lf he should be per­ 
mitted representation by counsel lf 
he chooses. 
Yesterday on the floor, Moses said 
It would be up to the committee to 
determine 
whether 
the 
quisling 
should be open or closed. 
Senator David W. Reed of Penn­ 
sylvania, who started the move to 
call Mallon, has now agreed with 
Henator James K. Watson of Indiana, 
the republica floor leader, that the 
session should be open, 
and 
that' 
Mallon should be permitted to he 
represented by eau noel. 
"That la only common fairness,** 
Reed said after talking to Watson 
and other leaders. 
Ha said ho hid 
never understood the session WIA to 
be closed, or that Mallon Was to be 
deprived of the right of counsel as 
Indicated by Moses. 
Debate of the secrecy isaue was 
stopped arbitrarily in the senate to­ 
day under unanlmouH consent agree­ 
ment by which the senate

tempting to push the pending reap­ 
portionment bill. 
Senator Hiram Johnson, of Cali­ 
fornia, served notice he would seek 
to have senatora take

A partial but representative poll 
of the senate by the United Press re­ 
vealed 36 to 14 in favor of modify­ 
ing or abolishing secret sessions on 
presidential nominations, Indicating 
the JoneH amendment can be adopted 
lf ever brought to a vote. 
The rules fight absorbed congres­ 
sional attention as the house moved 
forward today toward passing 
next 
Tuesday the tariff bill with some 
farm bloc amendments. 
An arrangement has been made to 
prevent the offering of any amend­ 
ments from the floor which means 
the bill will be passed 
with 
only 
those amendments sanctioned by the 
leaders upon recommendation of the 
farm bloc. 
The fourth conference of the farm 
bill conferees, postponed from yes­ 
terday waH beld today. 
An effort 
was made to take the bill back to the 
senate for another vote on the ex­ 
port debenture clause, in anticipa­ 
tion of its elimination from the bill.

A CONTROVERSY of far reaching imfmrt has been around in 
tho senate over the recant publicat ion by the United Pres* of the 
roll calls taken while the Senate sat in executive session. 
The Philadelphia Public Ledger hits the nail squarely on the 
head when it asserts that “before talking of punishing the press, 
the Senate might see what it can do in the matter of binding its 
own members to reticence regardinj? executive session proceed­ 
ings.” 
The New York World takes another view of it and says that 
“bringing the debate on nominations out into the open is theo­ 
retically a good idea. Actually, however, it would expose the Sen­ 
ate to all manner of influences—personal, partisan and social— 
from which it is protected by secret sessions.” 
The St. Paul Daily News states that “before the dignifies! 
senators who waxed forth oratorically in denunciation of a roll 
call published by the United Press proceed to investigate the vio­ 
lation of their rules of secrecy they might better investigate them­ 
selves and ascertain their duties and responsibilities as public 
servants. 
Men who are not ashamed of their acts do not feel it 
necessary to hide them.” 
The Kansas City Journal Post asserts that “Senator Horah 
got atsthe heart of the matter when he said that if the Senate 
could not enforce rules against its own members, it should not 
bother the newspai>er men who got their information from sen­ 
ators. 
The Senate either should enforce its rules of secrecy or 
abandon them.” 
The Denver Post said: 
“The Senate voted its confirmation of the lien root appoint­ 
ment in secret executive session. No wonder! It Was ashamed to 
do so scandalous a thing in the open and go on record. 
Hut the 
United Press got and sent to the Denver Post and its other news­ 
paper subscribers throughout the country the vote of that secret 
meeting. Now, tfce senators who were ashamed to have their con­ 
stituents know what they were doing have barred tho United Press 
correspondent from the floor of the Senate and are going to try 
to find out where he got his information. 
“Pres. Kart A. Bickel of the United Press announces he will 
stand squarely behind his correspondent. And the people of this 
country will back up the United Press to the limit in resisting this 
•■ttempt of the Senate to intimidate and censor public opinion. In 
howing up the vote on the Lenroot confirmation, the United Press 
performed a valuable public service. The people applaud its en­ 
terprise and glory in Its spunk. 
“If the United States Senate thinks it can censor the public 
thought and the newspapers of this country, it has another think 
coming. 
The political interests which put over the Lenroot ap­ 
pointment may be able to make the President and the* Senate dane* 
to their music, but they can't muzzle the independent press as ho 
ciations and the independent newspapers of the United States. 
if they want to make a tight on that, let them hop to it. 
Tin 
United Press, hacked by the fearless, independent newspapers 
which owe no allegiance but to the people will not he intimidated 
and it will not wear any senatorial muzzle.” 
According to our opinion the Senate is tin* maker of its own 
rules. It has the power of enforcing its own rules. 
It can bar a 
correspondent from the floor. 
In fact, tile Senate is quite an in­ 
dependent body with mind and ideas of its own. But it cannot tell 
the press of the nation what to publish or not. It cannot bar pub 
lication of news legitimately obtained from a reputable news 
agency. 
It cannot censor printing of legitimate news. 
It cannot 
bar legitimate criticism. If executive sessions are to la* conducted 
iii secrecy, it has the power to discipline its own members and 
officers should they give information as to tin* proceedings car­ 
ried on. It is an open question, however, as to whether the Senate 
shall or can discipline the correspondent who receives and makes 
public a news leak occurring through action of a senator who 
breaks the Senate rule of secrecy.
